The basic rate for. inner-city am- 
bulance calls by the Granite City 
Ambulance Service was increased by 
the City Council by 50 percent Tuesday 
night as a step toward meeting a sharp 
inerease in salaries that will become 
effective Oct.1. 

Council members concurred in a 
recommendation. by Alderman Sam 
Whitmer, chairman of the council's 
ambulance committee, that the present 
basic rate for an ambulance call within 
the city be raised from the present $50 
to $75. 

At the same time, Whitmer recom- 
mended and the couneil concurred in an 
increase of $25 per call for ail service 
outside the city to locations in nearby 
townships and communities who 
receivé ambulance service under 
contract with the Granite City service, 

The hike in the rate for out-of-the-city 
calls is a 35.7 pereent raise and in- 
creases the basic rate for those calls 
from the present $70 to $95. 


Whitmer said the ‘recommended | 


increases involve only the basic rates 
and do not involve the present fee 
schedule as it pertains to additional 
mileage, hospital patient transfers and 
other operations.

Act, a minor is defined to be 
anyone under 21 years of 
age. 

In addition to qualifying 
for the annual $3,000 gift tax 
exclusion, theré are other 
advantages to following this 
gift giving ‘program: 

1. It avoids the expenses 
and possible entanglements 
of trust arrangement. 

2. The gift-is irrevocable 
and conveys to the minor 
vested legal title to the gift. 

3. The gift .is generally 
removed from the estate of 
the donor and would no 
longer be subject to his or 
her estate tax. = 

4. And, although the gifts 
are not income tax deduc- 
tible to the donor, income or 
capital gains generated by 
the gift would no longer be 
taxable to the donor but to 
the minor recipient, who in 
most cases would be in a 
lower income tax bracket. 

In order to gain the ad- 
vantages, there are certain 
situations one must avoid. 

For instance, while income 
and capital gains are taxable 
to the minor. In this case, the 
income is’ taxable to the 
parent or guardian who is 
responsible for the child's 
support. 

All gifts given under the 
Act must have a designated 
custodian who will have sole 
authority to administer the 
gift, subject to the powers 
and limitations outlined in 
the Act. 

Also, in order to be certain 
that assets transferred are 
not going to be included in 
the estate of the donor, the 
donor should not be named 
as custodian. The donor's 
spouse or some other adult 
family member is ac- 
ceptable as custodian. 

The authority of 
custodian ends when 
minor reaches majority. 

Finally, the gift can be 
given to only one child and, 
once given, cannot be 
revoked or distributed to 
other children. 

While the Gifts to Minors 
Act may fit some people's 
needs, the Illinois State Bar 
Association emphasizes 
there are other ways to set 
aside money or property for 
the benefit of minors, and the 
value of each method 
depends on individual cir- 
cumstances. 

“Because of this, if you are 
seriously considering some 
type of transfer of money or 
property to a young person, 
be sure to seek legal and 
financial advice before 
proceeding,””. an ISBA

Domestic steel opeations 
averaged a capacity 
utilization rate of over 91 
percent for the first six 
months of this year — the 
first time it has sustained 
such a high level since the 


American Iron and Steel 


Institute began tabulating 
this statistic in 1975. 

The capacity utilization 
rate for the first half of 1979 
was 91.3 percent. The rate 
for the same period last year 
was 85.3 percent, 

Capacity utilization for the 
month of June 1979 was 93.7 
percent, compared with 91.1 
percent’ for the previous 
June. 

Domestic’ raw __ steel 
production during the first 
half of 1979 achieved a five- 
year high. 


Mills in this country 


poured 71,440,000 tons of raw 
steel through June of. this 
year.

Q. I was, married for 13 
years in the late 1950s. We 
separated, I filed for a di- 
vorce but the divorce was 


+ not final when he died. 


My children received So- 
cial ‘Security benefits but I 
didn’t get any because I had 
filed for divorce. 

I have since remarried 
but I hear the new law al 
lows a remarried widow to 
receive benefits. — R.K. 

A. Having filed for di- 
vorce would not seem to be 
sufficient reason for denying 
benefits to you at the time of 
your husband’s death. If you 
were working at that time or. 
if the children were not liv- 
ing with you then it’s pos 
ble you would not have been 
entitled to any benefits. 

Regarding benefits to re- 
married widows, the law 
now states that if you are 
receiving widow's benefits, 
your checks will no longer 
be stopped or reduced if you 
marry at age 60 or later. 


Q. From some stories I 
read recently it seems that 
Social Security administra- 
tors are coming down hard 
on SSI recipients particular- 
ly those who are living with 
relatives. 

My mother is on SSI and 
we are thinking of having 
her live with us in our con; 
verted garage which is now 
a fully equipped small 
apartment. 

How will this affect her SSI 
payments? — 5 

A. The rental value of 
your converted garage 
would constitute in-kind sup- 
port to your. mother. This 
means that her SSI payment 
would be reduced by the fair 
rental value of the apart- 
ment. 

If you charge your mother 
a monthly rental fee equal 
to the fair rental value of the 
apartment there would be 
no reduction in her SSI pay- 
ment 

SSI payments are based 
on need and as long as the 
need exists, SSI recipients 
are entitled to those pay- 
ments. 


Q. I'l be 65 in November 
and would like to know how 
soon I can sign up for Medi- 
care. — F.S. 

A. If you are already re- 
ceiving Social Security 
checks you will receive a 
Medicare card prior to 
November. 

If you are not receiving 
Social Security you have a 
seven-month period starting 
Aug. 1, 1979, and ending 
Feb. 29, 1980, in which to 
enroll. - 

Your coverage will begin 
Nov. 1, 1979, if you sign up in 
August, ‘September or Octo- 
ber. Signing up in November 
through February 1980 
would delay your coverage 
from one to six months past 
November depending on the 
‘month of enrollment.

Strawberry plantings 
need fertilizer now — 


By CHRIS DOLL 

Area Garden Adviser 
' Most strawberry plantings 
can use some extra nitrogen 
fertilizer now. This is the 
normal time for feeding to 
increase flower bud 
development for next year’s 
crop. 

Amonium nitrate (33-0-0) 
is the preferred nitrogen 
fertilizer. Apply at the rate 
of 4 to 6 pounds per 1,000 
Square feet of berries. Use 
the lower rate if plants are 
vigorous or if the soil is 
extremely fertile, and the 
higher rate if the soil is light 
and the plants are weak. 

When 33-0-0 is not 
available, use 12-12-12, 10-10-. 
10, 6-10-4, or other garden 
fertilizers containing 
nitrogen at the rate of 10 
pounds per 1,000-square feet. 
Avoid excessive amounts, 
regardless: of the soil type: 

Fertilizers can be 
broadcast over the berry: 
row, but the granules must 
be brushed off the foilage to 
avoid burning the leaves, 
Wse a broom or: sack to do 
this. ‘Water is needed to 
activate the fertilizer, You 
can irrigate or wait for a 
rain, but some of the benefits. 
may be lost if it doesn’t rain 
in a week or so. 

In addition to feeding the 
plants, weeds should. be 
controlled. ‘Hoe or cultivate 
and then try to prevent fall 
weeds by the application of 
DCPA (Dacthal) or 
diphenamid (Enide). These 
materials are available as 
granules or wettable 
powders. 

| Apply. over the plants at 
the rate given on the 
package. The secret to their 
success is to apply to a weed- 
free patch before the weeds 
germinate and just ahead of 
a rain. ‘ 

By fertilizing and con- 
trolling weeds this fall, you 
should have a vigorous and 
productive patch next 
spring.

these tests. Each workshop 
elected to develop a district 
test rather than select a 
commercially prepared test. 

“This option permitted the 
tests to be designed to follow 
the district's adopted 
Developmental _ Learner 
Objectives for each of the 
subject areas. 

“By choosing to establish 
that we have competency 
testing on our own terms, we 
can also choose the answers 
to the remaining questions: 
If the state mandates. the 
tests, it is reasonable to 
assume local districts will 
have little or no choice in 
answers to those remaining 
questions,"’ Collins related. 

“In determining what 
competencies to require, it is 
necessary to decide between 
school skills and life skills. 
That is, do we measure those 
skills needed to succeed later 
in school or those needed to 
succeed later in life? 

“Certain ‘basic’ skills, 
such as reading, writing and 
arithmetic, are used in both 
school and life. Therefore, 
measuring competencies in 
the basics is more of a 
question of degree of com- 
petency rather than area or 
subject 

“This district took the 
position that ‘life skill basics’ 
are those for which we 
should measure and 
establish minimums. 

“J do not interpret this to 
mean that these are the only 
competency skills that are of 
concern to us, but it does 
give us a base upon which to 
build and allow time to re- 
evaluate. 

“Many would include 
knowledge of the history and 
culture of the United States 
and processes of a 
democratic government as a 
life competency. This 
competency has been 
required for graduation for 


several years by the state, 
and thus is not a major 
concern at the present time. 

“The life skills selected for 
competency medsurement 
include: 

Primary Matherhaties. 

Intermediate Mathem: 
atics, 

Junior High Mathematics. 

Senior High Mathematics. 
. Junior High Reading. 

Senior High Reading, 

Junior High Composition. 

Senior High Composition. 

“Primary and jin- 
termediate “reading and 
composition (ests were not 
included as these are con- 
linually being measured by 
the use of the prepared 
magazine (exit level). tests 
that. directly correlate with 
our textbooks. 

“How to measure com- 
petencies is the least difficult 
of all the questions. Four 
options of measurement are: 
(1) paper and pencil; (2) 
school products and per- 
formances; (3) simulated 
performance situations; and 
(4) actual » performance 
situations. 

“We have chosen the 
paper and pencil because it 
is quick, cheap, and easily 
made available. 

“We are aware that this 
form of measurement idoes 
not always predict success in 
life when an individual can 
succeed by attitude, values, 
personal warmth, leader- 
ship, creativity, ete. All 
things considered, it is the 
best method for our pur- 


poses. 

“Should we measure 
competencies during school 
or at the end of school? 
Measuring at the end of 
school would assist in 
moving the student out of 
school and into the next 
school or life, and would 
allow the student maximum 
time to reach the minimum

Pupils’ textbooks can 
reduce sexist attitudes 


| Ohe reason why many 
‘adults hold sexist attitudes is 
that they learned them when 
they were young. From the 
earliest days of life, children 
are! influenced’ by the. at- 
titudes and values of the 
world around them.. Two 
edutational psychologists 
bave found ‘that changing 
parts of that world provide 
an effective tool for com- 
bating Sexual inequality. 

Kathryn P. Scott, Ph.D., of 
Florida State University, 
and: Shirley _Feldman- 
Surpmers, Ph.D., of the 
University of Washington, 
tochéed research about 
sexist attitudes on the in- 
famous school reader. 

They discovered that 
books used {to educate 
children convey sexism 
bechuse they, often portray 
females in’ traditional, 
stereotyped roles. 

But if women are shown in 
roles of authority and ex- 
pertise, more equal sexual 
attitud an be taught, they 
found. 

S¢ott| and | Feldman- 
Summers assigned a set of 
eight short stories to third 
and| fourth grade girls and 
boys in the Bellevue School 
District, Bellevue, Wash 
Each story had two versions. 
Oné featured a female main 
character and the other a 
male main character 

The results emerged. 

One, both girls and boys 
who. read about a female 
“character in a new role 
coneluded_ that more girls 


could succeed in that ac 
tivity. Second, the children 
appreciated both versions of 
the story, indicating that 
young people are open to 
non-sexist ideas. 

The ways children see men 
and women, therefore, can 
be influenced by textbook 
stories, Scott and Feldman- 
Summers conclude. They 
say that a “positive, non- 
sexist ppesentation of 
females in children’s books 
can contribute {to an 
egalitarian view of the sexes. 

“Children’s reading 
material, then, can con- 
stitute a potentially im- 
pottant avenue for social 
change with regard to the 
elimination of sexism."’

German 
descendants 
to assemble 


The annual Bohnenstiehl 
family reunion will be held at 
noon Sunday, Sept. 9, at the 
VFW Hall in Collinsville. 
Norman R. Bohnenstiehl of 
Edwardsville is chairman of 
the reunion committee and 
he will be assisted by Mr. 
and Mrs. Vollie G. 
Bohnenstiehl, Mr. and Mrs. 
Paul T. Bohnenstiehl, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Earl (Ina 
Bohnenstiehl) Lochmann, all 
of Collinsville. ” 

Descendants of Jacob and 
Margaretha Voise 
Bohnenstiehl, who left 
Neuhofen, Rheinbaiern, 
Germany, on April 8, 1842, to 
settle in the St. Clair- 
Madison counties area, have 
met almost every year 
(except the war years) since 
the first annual reunion was 
held at Ebel’s Park in Troy 
in 1936. 


‘All descendants and their « 


families are welcome at the 
pot | luck dinner and 
program. No postcards have 
been mailed this year, since 
announcements went out in 
the family history books or in 
letters to family members 
concerning the book. 

Vollie A, and Helen 
Bohnenstiehl have compiled 
and published a family 
history and record of over 
650 descendants of the im- 
migrant couple. 

All Bohnenstiehls in this 
aréa are descended from 
Jacob and Margaretha 
Bohnenstiehl and, in ad- 
dition, descendants were 
found in 24 states and in 32 
cities of Hlinois. 

A supplement was added 
to each book when it was 
mailed, including — in- 
formation found on the 
passenger: list where the 
Bohnenstiehls were shown 
arriving in New Orleans on 
July 18, 1842. This in- 
formation was discovered 
after the book had been 
printed. 

The authors had heard that 
most of the German families 
in this area arrived by way 
of New Orleans, traveling up 
the Mississippi by riverboat 
to Madison and St. Clair 
counties of Illinois and other 
St. Louis area communities. 
This proved to be true of the 
Bohnenstiehls as well. 

* Another supplement with 
additional and updated in- 
formation wilt be issued 
after the 1979 family reunion 
to subscribers of the book. 

The authors, who are still 
researching in Germany for 
additional family history, 
recently received a 
telephone directory from the 
burgermeister (mayor) of 
Neuhofen, the ancestral 
village of the Bohnenstiehls 

As large as the St. Louis 
directory, it covers a large 
portion of~ Rheinland-Pfalz 
(formerly Reinbaiern). 

In checking the directory, 
they discovered many of the 
unusual German names here 
are commonplace in that 
area. Many of the German 
names here are com- 
monplace in that area.

* this area evidently 
emigrated from this same 
part of Germany. 

Persons working on family 
genealogies with German 
roots, who might be  in- 
terested in having | the 
directory checked for family 
names of relatives who 
might still be residing in 
Germany, are invited to 
write the Bohnenstiehls at 
1618 Brookhaven Blvd., 
Norman, Okla. 73069. 

It would be of help if the 
name were unusual — there 
are hundreds of Bauers and 
Schmidts, for example — 
and if the ancestral town 
were known. But, in any 
case, th Bohnenstiehls will 
attempt to compile a list of 
names and addresses from 
the directory fo local 
genealogy enthusiasts. 

They have found, 
example, nine 
spelling their name 
*‘Bohnenstiel’” and one 
spelling. it ‘“‘Bohnenstiehl,”’ 
all in various towns 
surrounding the ancestral 
village. 

Both soft and hardbound 
books will be available for 
sale at the reunion by the 
authors, who will be at- 
tending from Oklahoma.

Aspirin’s side effects

3Q. I had a heart attack 
two years ago and among 
er things, my doctor told 
me to take two aspirin every 
day in the morning and at 


it. 
Terdoe't really understand 
why he said this since I 
don’t have any chest pain at 
all. at this time. Could you 
eplain what the aspirin is 
supposed to do? 

“A, Some studies have 
shown that one of the effects 
of aspirin is to reduce the 
tendency of blood platelets 
t® agglutinate or stick 
together. The platelets are 
the very small structures in 
the blood stream that are 
needed in order for blood to 
clot properly. 

“When there aren't enough 
blood platelets, the person 
may bleed internally into 
the inner organs or even in 
the skin causing many small 


black and blue spots to 
appear. 

It is believed that these 
same platelets that are so 
necessary to life may work 
against us if there are rough 
areas or irregularities (pla- 
ques) on the inner lining 
wall of the arteries. The 
platelets may stick to: these 
areas and then attract other 
platelets to stick to them 
and eventually may build up 
a clot or enlarge the 
roughened area until the ar- 
tery gets blocked off. This 
will cause a heart attack if 
the involved artery is one 
supplying the heart muscle 
with blood, or a stroke if it 
happens in a brain artery 
The aspirin seems to block 
this sti¢kiness of the pla- 
telets. 

A word of caution must be 
added however. Other stud- 
ies have demonstrated that 
the same aspirin also re- 
duces the adhesiveness of 
white blood cells to the lin- 


ing of the blood vessel walls. 
These white blood cells are 
the ones that fight infection 
by destroying bacteria that 
may have invaded-the blood 
stream. The adhesiveness of 
these cells is an important 
property in their ability to 
kill bacteria 

In laboratory experiments 
on mice, those receiving as- 
pirin after being infected 
with bacteria had a higher 
death rate than those not 
given any aspirin. This 
would be especially import- 
ant in patients on high doses 
of aspirin such as those with 
arthritis, but anyone taking 
the drug for prolonged peri- 
ods of time might be at 
increased-risk from bacteri- 
al infections. 

It also points up the possi- 
ble undesirable practice of 
giving someone aspirin for 
fever as soon as they get the 
signs of an infection. It 
could be actually interfering 
with their resistance to the 
developing infection.

Why? 

‘This is a question three 
men serving time in the Illi- 
nois -prison system face 
again and again. 

‘There is a lot of time to 
reflect when one is serving a 
long sentence. Three in- 
mates at Menard Psychia- 
tric Center in Chester 
agreed to share some of 
these reflections through the 
cooperation of Ted Ramsey, 
supervisor of clinical ser- 
vices at the center. 

Joe Cyburt, 35, of Chicago 
was convicted of raping his 
teen-age half-sister and an 
8-year-old girl. Charges also 
included deviate sexual as- 
sault and taking indecent 
liberties with a child. He has 
served six-and-one-half 
years of a 15- to 40-year 
sentence. 

John Smith (not his real 
name), 24, has served al- 
most two years of a 40- to 60- 
year sentence for rape and 
deviate sexual assault. 

Vernon Briner, 23, is in 
his third year of a 30- to 90- 
year sentence for murder. A 
rape charge was dropped. 

Both Cyburt and Smith 
have been in and out of 
prison since they were 14. 
Cyburt and Briner pleaded 
guilty to the charges they 
faced. None of the three 
men is married. All seem to 
‘spend a lot of time studying 
law. 

But their most ‘striking 
similarity has to do with 
women. 

All three said their moth- 
ers rejected them. Not one 
ever had a serious dating 
relationship with a woman. 

Through therapy, the 
three try to untangle their 
pasts. The ‘‘whys’’ they 
search for are not easy to 
find. 

Cyburt is a dark-haired, 
intense man who expressed 
a lot of bitterness toward the 
criminal justice system. 

He was first arrested at 
age 14 for car theft. 

Through the years, the 
charges got bigger — armed 
robbery, assault and at- 
tempted murder. 

Six weeks after release 
from a mental health cen- 
ter, Cyburt was charged 
with raping his 16-year-old 
half-sister. Police circulated 
Cyburt’s photograph and he 
was identified as the man 
who had raped an 8-year-old 
girl on her way to school 
about a week earlier. 

Cyburt wanted to go back 
to prison because he wanted 
psychiatric help. 

At the time, he said, he 
felt a compulsion to commit 
the crimes. He didn’t see 
any way out of it. 

He’ doesn’t blame the 
rapes on his relationship 
with his mother. But he is 
very clear about his feelings 
toward her. 

“T used to like my mother, 
then I disliked her. Then it 
was neutral. Then hatred 
Now I’m just negative about 
her.” 

Smith has spent almost 10 
of his 24 years in prison on 
one charge or another. 

John explains that he 
doesn’t relate very well to 
the “street.” It has pres- 
sures and uncertainties he 
cannot begin to understand. 

“Here I work because I 
want to work. I dress the 
way I want to dress. I’m not 
abnormal. There are no 
facades.” 

But out of prison, he says, 
he must deal “with an en- 
tirely different culture. I 


‘whys’ 


don’t know what to expect, 
how to perform or relate.” 

The time between his last 
prison sentence and this one 
was short. 

‘About the rape, he says ‘I 
didn’t know why I did it. I 
thought it was just a primi- 
tive need for sex. In retros- 
pect, it was more than that. 
I was very inexperienced 
with girls and pretty 
insecure. It was a signal 
that I couldn't cope with 
what was going on. Maybe it 
was a way to get back to the 
institution (prison).”” 

Smith never knew his 
father. He has known five 
step-fathers. He lived with 
relatives while growing up. 

assume they were 
relatives."’ 

Since he was a teen-ager, 
he was supposed to be in jail 
for only six weeks, he said. 
“My mother said she didn't 
want me back so | stayed 
three years.”’ To Smith, that 
was the turning point. 

Briner went to prison 
when he was 20. He said he 
was a student security 
guard at Aurora College 
when he admitted raping a 
female security, guard, He 
said he didn’t mean to kill 
her. 

Briner: is an introverted 
young man with’a passion 
for time. His parole date, he 
said, is April 5, 1985. He has 
been at Menard for 13 
months. 

Briner’s mother kicked 
him out of the house when 
he was 15. He didn’t approve 
ofthe man she was living 
with 

The Department of Chil- 
dren and Family Services 
took charge of Briner until 
he was 19, 

He remembers the day in 
late May when the rape 
occurred. It was the tradi- 
tional last day of. classes 
“party night.” 

“T was working that night 
on campus. I got pretty well 
loaded and at the time I was 
on drugs. The combination 
had me pretty’ well messed 
up.” 

Briner met the. other 
guard as they were both 
logging out. ‘‘I put my arm 
around her and she said 
something. I didn’t remove 
my arm. She slapped me — 
twice. The third time I 
blockec it and started 
swinging back.”’ 

Briner said he later 
learned that the first punch 
hit her in the throat. ‘‘She 
was alive when I left her.” 
But she suffocated. 

Briner said he had few 
friends and fewer dates. 

“T wasn’t very well liked 
by most people,” he said. 

Through counseling, he 
has learned to talk to 
women without becoming 
uptight. That had been 
impossible.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. —. 
The audience was only 92 
politically aware high school 
students attending a recent 
junior statesmen event in 
the state Capitol, but the 
insight they got of Gov.

The key words were “‘con- 
stituency of the future," and 
it might point to a road map 
he is following in his hopes 
for the presidency that is

Brown has always 
marched to a different 
drummer, and his non-con- 
ventional approach to poli- 
tics and the governorship 
over the last four and one- 
half years has-run ‘the 
gamut from being a favorite

Smal! boy who drank 
toxic fluid here gets 
$275,000 settlement 


A $275,000 settlement was 
approved Monday by St 
Louis County Presiding 
Circuit Judge James Ruddy 
in a lawsuit filed on behalf of 
Michael D'Angelo, 4 years 
old, of Jennings, Mo., who 
suffered permanent. brain 
damage after drinking a 
fluid used for ma; tricks. 

The suit was’ against 
Sandra L. Bost Brazill, who 
operated the Old Majick 
Boutique in the 6800 block of 
West Florissant Avenue, 
Jennings, where the fluid 
was bought 

Qn May 24, 1978, Michael 
had accompanied _ his 
stepfather, Marvin Wolfe, on 
a trip to Granite City when 
he drank a_ substance 
believed to have contained 
mercury which he found in a 
bottle in the glove com- 
partment of the family’s 
auto. 

According to testimony by 
his parents, the stepfather 
had purchased the fluid to 
perform a magic trick with 
aluminum foil. 

The trick involved putting 
some of the liquid on the 
magician’s fingers and 
rubbing it secretly on the 
foil, which would then 
become too hot to handle. 

The parents said the bottle 
of fluid was unmarked and 
gave no warning that the 
fluid contained ‘‘toxic, 
dangerous and poisonous” 
mercury. 

After drinking the liquid, 
the child began coughing and 
was taken to St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center. Symptoms 


of other injuries developed 
quickly and Michael was 
transferred to St. Louis 
Children’s: Hospital. 

His condition became 
critical during. the am- 
bulance trip to St. Louis and 
emergency treatment was 
required to keep him alive, it 
was reported at that time. 

His mother said Michael 
remained in the St.. Louis 
hospital for eight weeks, four 
of them in a coma. 

Mrs. Wolfe said‘in the suit 
that her son suffered 
irreversible brain damage, 
his eyesight has been 
damaged and’ may be lost, 
his hearing is damaged, he 
has to be fed with a tube and 
is virtually bedridden. There 
is no hope of recovery, she 
said. 

The $275,000 settlement 
calls for $150,000 of the 
money’'to be divided between 
investments for the boy's 
mother, under supervision of 
the St. Louis County Probate 
Court, and payment of at- 
torney fees. 

The attorney’s fees total 
$90,000, and the investments 
amount to $60,000. 

The rest of the money is to 
buy an insurance annuity 
policy . to guarantee 
payments to the mother of 
$655 monthly for as long as 
the child lives, starting Oct. 
1. 
The benefits would end 
‘Oct. 1, 1999, if Michael should 
die before then. 

The_suit, filed in Sep- 
tembef 1978, sought $3 
million in damages.

This time, there are no 
such major chunks of Illinois 
pork in the congressional 
barrel. 

For Illinois officials, it is a 
year when a holding action is 
a victory. 

The big “Plus” is that 
federal revenue sharing was 
spared the axe — at least for 
this year. Revenue sharing 
provides the Tlinois state 
government with about $114 
million that it channels to 
education, and about double 
that amount goes to city, 
county and — township 
governments in the state. 

But Illinois is among states 
that will suffer some sub- 
stantial setbacks. 

For two years, the Ilinois 
office has|joined in what has 
been a successful fight to 
keep the Department of 
Health, Education and 
Welfare from placing a 12- 
month deadline on claims for 
federal reimbursements for 
public assistance, Medicaid 
and Social Services.

Withheld tax may not 
meet bill for couples 


Working couples, 
especially those with few or 
no dependents, more often 
than not will owe tax when 
they file their annual tax 
return, unless they have paid 
additional taxes during the 
year, the Internal Revenue 
Service notes. 

The reason for owing 
additional tax is the 
withholding rates. They are 
based solely on each in 
dividual’s wages, and do not 
take.a spouse’s wages into 
account. The withholding 
rate is lower for married 
persons than for anyone else. 

For example, the highest 
tax rate applicable to a 
couple filing a joint return 
with only one wage earner 
making $26,000 is up to 32 
percent, The withholding 
would be adequate. But a 
working couple — one spouse 
with ‘total wages of $10,000 
and the other with total 
wages of $16,000 — 
have insufficient withholding 
to cover the tax rate on their 
combined total wages of 
$26,000.

Set income policy on free 
milk, meals in area schools 


‘Public School Districts and 

parochial schools of the 
Quad-City area have an- 
nounced a policy for free 

ilk and free meals or 

¢duced meal prices for 

children unable to pay the 
full price of meals ‘and milk 
service under the national 
School Lunch, School Break- 
fast and Special Milk 
programs. 

Local'school officials have 
adopted the following family 
size and income criteria for 
determing eligibility: 

Family of one, . family 
income ‘of $4,590 for free 
meals and free milk, and 
family income up to $7,160 
for reduced price meals; 
family of two, $6,040 income 
for meals and milk and 
$9,420 income for reduced 
price meals; family of three, 
$7,490 and $11,680; family of 
four, $8,940 and $13,940; five, 
$10,390 and $16,200; 
$11,840 and $18,470; seven, 
$13,290 and $20,730, and 
eight, $14,740 and $22,990. 

{For each additional family 
member above eight, $1,450 
should be added to the in- 
come criteria for free meals 
and milk, and $2,260 added 
for reduced price meals. 

*'The policy will apply to 
Granite City School District 
9; Madison School District 12 
and Venice School District 3. 
Also to Sacred heart, St 
Hlizabeth, St. Margaret 
Mary and St. Mary’s 
parochial schools. 

{Children from families 
whose income is at or below 
the levels:shown are eligible 
for free milk and free meals 
or reduced price meals. 

In addition, families that 
do not meet these criteria 
but have expenses such as 
unusually high medical 
expenses, shelter costs in 
excess of 30 percent of in- 
come, special education 
expenses due to the mental 
or physical condition of a 
child, or disaster or casualty 
lesses are urged to apply.

deliberate | misrepresenta- 
tion of information may 
subject the applicant to 
prosecution under applicable 
state and criminal statutes. 

In certain cases foster 
children are also eligible for 
these benefits. If a family 
has foster children living 
with them and wishes to 
apply for free milk and free 
or reduced price meals for 
them, the family should 
contact the school. If a 
family member becomes 
unemployed or if family size 
changes, the family should 
contact the school to file a 
new. application. Such 
changes may make the 
children of the family 
eligible for: reduced price 
meals, or for additional 
benefits such as free meals 
and milk|if the family in- 
come falls at or below the 
levels shown above. 

All children are treated the 


same regardless of ability to 
pay. In the operation of child 
nutrition programs, no child 
will be discriminated against 
because of his or her race, 
sex, color or national origin. 

Under the provisions of the 
policy, the building principal 
will review applications and 
determine eligibility. If a 
parent is dissatisfied with 
the ruling of the official, he 
or she may wish to discuss 
the decision with the 
determining official on an 
informal basis. If he or she 
wishes to make a formal 
appeal, he or she may make 
a request either orally or in 
writing to the superintendent 
of schools for a hearing to 
appeal the decision. The 
policy contains an outline of 
the hearing procedure. 

Each school and the office 
of the superintendent has a 
copy of the complete policy, 
which may be reviewed ky, ' 
any interested party.
